Otherwise my com- 
panion and T were alone with 
the stars. 

I have never seen them 
more beautiful' the misty 
river of the Milky Way Row- 
ing across the sky, the pat- 
terns of i he cancellations 
standing out bright and clear, 
a blazing planet low on the 
horizon. Once or twice a 
meteor burned its way into 
the earth's atmosphere. 

It occurred to me that 
if this were a sifchr thai could 
t'r =;ccn only mice in a cen- 
tury or even once in a human 
L"i fi- [Lttion T this little head- 
land would be thronged with 
spectators.

Melt one ounce of butter in a pan, stir in one ounce of 
sifted ftaur, gradually add one pint of the stock (no need 
to r.ntii if to remoi^ the fat. as goat meat u almost always 
lean), siimng constantly until the roux is thick and 
smooth. Add talt and pepper and a wineglass of dry red 
wine and one tin of brown mushrooms of fresh cwked 
mushrooms ij in season. Pour over the diced meat, add one 
cup of cooled noodles ar macaroni thctli, and heat in a 
slow oven Until required.**

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In tropical 
gardens 

By R. H* ANDERSON 

• Tropical or *ub-tropica] gardens, such as are 
found in parts of Queensland and the far north 
count of New South Wale§, are intriguing to those 
living in the cooler regions* 



PLANTS arc seen which can be 
grown successfully only in 
warm, frost-free areas, and many 
of ihcsc have flamboyant coloring 
which we associate with tropica! 
growth. 

In such gardens, of course, one also 
sees many familiar trees and shrubs; 
jacarandas and flame trees flaunt their 
beauty as effectively as they do in more 
southern gardens. But there are many 
flowering tree* which demand iroplcaf 
or sub-tmpicnl conditions arid so are 
seldom seen elsewhere. 

One of the most outstanding of these 
ii the Royal Poinciana (DelonU ffigis). 
a native of Africa but extensively grown 
in the tropica 

This graceful tree, with feathery 
foliage, forms, a spectacular cloud of 
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■crimson or scarlet flowers in early 
summer. It is fast-growing and likes a 
sunny position. 

One does sometimes ace it as far 
south as Sydney, hut producing only 
an occasional flower, a shadow of its 
real self. 

Among the most beautiful of blue- 
flowering trees, Bolusanthiis "* speciosus, 
somciimo, blown a* the Rhodesian 
Wisteria Tree, if Occasionally seen in 
warm -climate gardens. The pea-like, 
vividly blue or mauve flowers, resem- 
bling those of wisteria, are produced in 
racemes, 

The West African Tulip Tree 
(Spathodea campanulas i has bril- 
liantly scarlet tulip-like flowers, often 
4ttL across, in sprays on the top uf the 
crown. It blooms, over a long period, 
and js quite spectacular, especially 
when seen from above. 



gOME of the trees and shrub* 
mentioned will do quite well 
in temperate Him air*, provided a 
warm, sheltered position is chosen 
for them, A Sunny northerly aspect, 
well sheltered from wind, can 
create a tiny local climate which is 
similar to more tropical conditions. 



Allamanda neriifolia i a Brazilian 
plant, makes a striking shruh, with 
drrp green leavea in whorls and yellow 
Ite U-shaped flowers Ijin. across. 

The Butterfly Bush [GlcTodcndrun 
ugandenst) has lovely tjcai blue flitwers, 
borne for long periods and useful for 
riming. 

The Pineapple Guava (Feijoa sc-l- 
limjana) has red and white (lowers 
resembling furhxtas, and in addition 
produces an edible fruit 2in. to 3in. 
long with a slight pineapple flavor. 

An East Indian shruh, txora roc- 
rinca, hasi Orange or reddish, flowers, A 
variety called "Prince of Orange/* 
although slow growing in the early 
stagey is a fine shrub with compart 
heads of salmon-pink to orange Bowers. 

Malpighia coceigera, a beautiful link 
siirub with small spiny holly-like leaves 
and masses of pitik flowers followed hy 
red berries, is often successfully used 
as a clipped dwarf hedge. 

A shush wit It flowers like those of a 
houvardia, Pcnfas lanceolatn, is very 
free flowering during the summer, and 
has several varieties with white,, pink, 
or red flowers. 

Favetta captnsis (P, natalcmis) is 
one of the showiest of wli]ie- flowering 
shrubs^ having marry flowers in flat- 
topped clusters. 
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CASSIA NODOSA, a beautiful" 
tropical flowering tree known as 
Pink Shower, which is occasion- 
ally seen growing as far south as 
Brisbane* Its cousin, Cassia fistula 
(Golden Shower Tree), has large 
leaves and cascades of fragrant 
pale yellow flowers, followed by 
striking dark*colored cylindrical 
pods up to 2ft. long. It is fast- 
growing. Tolerates more temperate 
climates in selected areas. 




POINCIANA PUIjCHIRRIMA 
var. flava, or Barbados Pride, a 
showy small tree, native to Queens- 
Land, Asia, and Polynesia. Can be 
grown in southern cities in shel- 
tered sunny position, though not 
as socceasful as in sub-tropics, 
flowers from spring into winter. 

The Queensland Umbrella Tree 
(Braasaia actinophyl £a ) is known lo 
many as a good house plant when 
young. Under semi-tropical conditions, 
however* it makes a distinctive several - 
ifemmed tree with bold glossy foliage 
and red flowers in dense clusters along 
spikes 3ft. to 4ft. long, borne at the 
ir»p of each stem. 

it will grow in temperate climates 
as weli T standing up to light frost, but 
does beat in warmer areas. 

Marbbamta lutea* a tree from tropi- 
ral Africa^ grows up to 20ft. and 
adorns the garden in summer and 
autumn wilh brilliant yellow bell- 
ihaped flowers. These are delightfully 
perfumed. 
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Scholia braehypetala, a small tree, 
drops most of its leaven just before 
flowering and produces deep crimson 
blooms on the old wood. These are full 
of nectar and much appreciated by 
birds. 

The Leopard Tree (Caesalpinia 
f circa) has feathery foliagr, a smooth 
attractively mottled bark, and sprays of 
yellow flowers. It makes a delightful 
avenue tree. 

Among the attractive native trees 
which delight the gard»mer are BarLEya 
syringi folia and Buckinghamia cel.. 
■iiirirni 

The former has Orange or yelhjw 
pea-shaped flowers borne in great pro- 
fusion, contrasting finely with the rich 
dark green heart -shaped leaves, 13? n L- 
inghuruia is a shapely tree and adorns 
itH-flf with crowded sprays of white 
flowers. 

Some of the Queensland eucalypts 
are lovely trees, and of these probably 
ihr Lemon -scented Guni { Eucalyptus 
cirrirtdnrii} is the best known, with its 
clean hark and graceful crown of 
foliage, tt ha* also proved adaptable to 
more southern areas. 

Many shrubs add interest and gaiety 
to the trnpiral garden. Trie bright 
and varied color patterns of foliage 
plant ; mi eh as Crotons and Acalyphas 
are evident in many places, 

Crotons have strong and vivid colors 
of such a range that they can be used 
in many parts of the garden. They 
prefrr a mtmy position, but do quite 
well in shade, and are very suitable 
for informal hedges. 

Acatyphas arc fast growing and 
have attractive variegations in their 
foliage, and arc uifTieieritly adaptable 
to he grown in more temperate 
climates in selected positions. 



Several species of Mnssaenda are 
grown, characterised by unusual Mowers; 
those have one sepal enlarged, either red 
or white, forming the main flower. 

Calliandra twecdU, a beautiful Bra- 
zilian shrub with fern -like foliage and 
bright red lh p»wder puff" flowers, revela 
in warm condition*. 

Many of the climbing plants familiar 
to southern gardeners do well in tropi- 
cal conditions, including Hougainvitfea, 
lUgnonin, Anti^onutn, JaAmlnum, Wist- 
eria, Stephanotis, and TrachrJo- 
sperimnn. But others grow only lo ad- 
vantage in tropical area^. including 
Allamanda, Qerodendron, and Petraea. 

Allamanda heudrrSOnn is a vigorous 
climber with glossy foliage and deep 
gold bell-shaped flowers. 

Clcrodendron splendeoa is fast grow- 
ing and has handsome dark green 




CIJURO I) TH OM- 
SONII (or G balfouri], the eye- 
catching Bleeding Heart, Is a suit' 
able climber for colder regions in 
1 well -sheltered position. 
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foliage aod spectacular bright red 
flowers. 

Petraea voltibilis has vinkt-colored 
petals which soon fall, hut the con- 
spicuous lilac-colored calyx persists for 
a long time. 

In the home orchard some of the 
more common fruit tree* don't do as 
well a* in more temperate districts 
(although new varieties of tropical 
apples, for example, are being de- 
veloped and show promise). 

There is compensation, however, in 
quite a wide range of tropical or sub- 
tropical fruits, most of which have dis- 
tinctive and intriguing flavors. These 
include MangocJp Papaws, Custard 
Apples, Avocado Pears, Brazilian 
Cherries, latchi Nats, and Gnavus.

better motoring 

T^ORE people arc motoring these days than ever More — and the Cars 

-LT-1- popularity is increasing. 

There arc al>out three million cars on Australian roads. 

During the year to June, 1965, a record total of 262,294 new cars were 

sold — 12.825 more than during the previous year. Obviously, there is an 

increasing number of new drivers. The purpose of this book is to give drivers. 

especially new drivers, basic hints. ITirooghout you will find great emphasis 

on road safety. 

The prime consideration of any approach to better motoring must be 
road safety. 

Last year almost 3000 people were killed on Australian roads. About 
75,000 people were injured. 

This tragic "record" mav be broken this year. 

In turn, the biggest factor in road safety is THE DRIVER, 

For all other considerations— mechanical road wort hi ncss, speeds, etc. — 
mostly are the responsibility of, and can be controlled by, the driver. 

It is sad, but true, that no amount of Lecturing will improve drivers 
who have been learning — and getting away with bad habits over tbe years. 

But the new driver has the best chance of becoming a good and safe 
driver provided he docs nnt catch bad habits from the teacher. 

It is for this reason I advocate learning from a reputable driving school 
rather dian from one's family or friends. 

Before we study in detail the varied aspects of better driving, here are 
some general golden rules . . , 

Don 7 1 ignore warning signs or slouch behind the wheel; never show-off 
or drive one-handed. Sit three in front only if absolutely necessary. Apart 
from crowding the driver, this cuts rear vision. 

Don't drive too close to the vehicle ahead — allow at least one car- 
length for every ten m.p.rL 

Always beware of L "dead ground/' the hollow that can conceal an 
oncoming car. Never drive with a jt I J

Economic driving 

Change down to a tower gear for hills 
in good lime; don't ronlinur to BCcder&lQ 
up a hill if your engine isn't responding.

To drive ernnomically required skill: 
Don't pump the throttle unnecessarily * 
accelerate smoothly. 

Make use of the engine's pulling power 
in top gear around 30-33 m.p-h, on a 
level road, rather than using a lower gear, 
Never brake savagely unless it is 
justified by an emergency slop. 

Locked wheels do no! stop as well as 
wheels braked carefully lo the point before 
locking occuts. Alan, locked wheels do not 
"answer" to the steering wheel hut con- 
tinue lo pull you ahead. 

I suggest thai you don't smoke while 
driving, The wind can blow the ash into 



you i eyes, or it can fall into your lap and 
i-;iMM- distraction 

Always remember to re-adjust your seat 
to your position before starting if others 
have, used the car. it could be fatal to 
have your foot slip oil the pedals because 
you are loo far back- 
Never rely on the absence of road mark* 
ing*. (doubbi lines, etc) to judge whether 
it is. safe to overtake. There are many 
roads where double lines are missing, 
though death traps lurk. 

Don't be impressed with stories of 
"near-misses." These are simply proof of 
had driving. 

Forbid skylarking in your car — stop 
and get rid of I he offender. 

If you arc a passenger, reprimand a bad 
driver and ask to he let out. It could 
save your fife* 

When you are going fef your drive*"* 
licence test remember that the tester dpd 
not expect an excellent driver, but he doc* 
want a safe one;- one who can handle a 
car in on emergency. 

Practise "driving" whenever you can* 
Sit in your car when it is parked and 
think out a traffic problem that has sud- 
denly ocruired in front of you, Then 
check over what you did to take avoiding 
action and see how good or bad you were. 



'Extras'— 
or are they 
"musts 9 ? 

I SUPPOSE some people, having 
purchased their car, feel that 
accessories are — or should be- — ■ 
superfluous. Therefore, I have listed 
below only those which 1 feel absolutely 
necessary to Rood driving: 

• Windscreen washers. 

• External rrat -vision mirron. These 
air necessary to give the driver a com- 
plete reflected view of any overtaking 
vehicle I recommend placing The mirror 
on ihe driver's side winuVrern pillar, 
where it is easily reached, fox adjust- 
ment, from the driver's seat.

Many companies reward the policy- 
holder who makes no claim with a 
regularly increasing (to a certain pottu, 
of course) "no-claim bonus" — in 
other words, a rebate, on die premium. 

One company offer* a client an 
[mmrchatr 50 percent uo»claim bonus 
if the driver has been accident-free for 
no fewer than four years, and can pro- 
vide evidence uf this, from a previous 
insurer. 

No-claim b«nus« are lost when claims 
are made. 

Often the "no-claim" system penalise* 
a safe driver who has expensive- damage 
noi caused by an accident. 

Broken windscreens caused by fly- 
ing clone* are cases in point. 

To satisfy the accident-free driver 
who faces this dilemma, at least one 
company will "load" (put on a small 
additional premium) its policies to 
cover windscreen damage. 

Bonus not lost 

Thus, a motorist can claim for his 
broken screen — and not lose his 
no-claim bonus. 

A driver who travels a lot on 
country loose surfaces could well con- 
sider such a concession. 

An owner should investigate whether 
the company will pay the agreed 
value -r the face value of the policy 
— or the market value , m the case 
of total loss. 

In the rase of a market-value in- 
njred car that is a "write-off near 
the end of a year 1 * insurance, the de- 
preciation can be a rude shock to the 
poliey-hulder. 

The under-25 driver is slugged by 
insurance. 

Most policies stipulate that a policy- 
holder of any age pays the first £10 
of any claim. 

(This can be wiped out by the pay- 
ing of a loading — but, remember 
how claims affect no-claim bonuses.) 




The good driver Hammer* 



• What makes s good driver? The key — after becoming 
proficient io the mechanics of driving — is intelligence. 



THE intelligent driver makes his 
vehicle flow along, and his 
passengers have complete confidence 
in him. 

How do vou achieve these aims? 
I think the first thing to do is to keep 
in mind that people often get laay when 
they become used to doing things. 

So, I niggest that you check your faults 
frequently. 

You always will be surprised at the 
dumber of thoughtless, selfish — and, con- 
sequently, dangerous— things you do. 

The good driver, on entering the car, 
adjusts the seat so that he can reach the 
pedals easily and not be cramped up 
against the steering wheel. He can then 
sit in a relaxed, yet alert, position, in 
full control. 

He adjusts his rear-vision mirror, or

He has learned from experience to 
"drive well ahead" — anticipation is the 
hallmark of a good driver. 

Waitch the traffic pattern, and do tit 
fnrget cars behind. Anticipate .til the time. 

A golden rule of ^ood motoring is 
"never change speed or direction without 
checking in yr>ur tear- vision mirror" Make 
it a h.ibit to check your mirror every 15 
mvuiicLv an city — and country — roads. 

Ilrutancy is a dangerous fault and can 
be fatal. You cause chaos in yonr wake. 
Don't pull out of line until you are sure 
ail Li clear ahead — and behind. Then 
overtake quickly, and move back tn the 
left. 

How yem held a leering wheel is a 
sure way to show you know what you 
are about. 



All insurance companies apply a £25 
excess on drivers under 25. 

So a young driver who carries the 
insurance can face a pay-out of £35 
on a claim. 

And, if the policy-holder is older 
than 24, and the driver at the time of 
the accident is under 25, the £25 ex- 
cess still applies. 

One company applies the £25 excess 
on under-2!>s only if the vehicle is 
bring DRIVEN when damaged or 
burnt out, tn these circumstances a 
stationary car's owner would not have 
io pay the £25 excess. Nor would a 
stolen car's owner pay the excess. 

Often pressure is brought to bear 
on the hire-purchase buyer of a car 



to injure with a company mini mated 
by the credit company. 

In fact, there is no obligation for 
the buyer to do this. 

He can insure with a reputable com- 
pany of his choice. 

A driver in any doubt about insur- 
ance should seek the advice of an in- 
surance broken 

An important thing to remember 
about insurance is that your policy re- 
quires you to keep your car in a safe 
condition 

If your car is involved in an acci- 
dent and police or the insurance claim 
assessor find a contributory fault in 
the vehicle you could finish up paying 
the full damage hill yourself.

Imagine the wheel in a clock lace. 
Hold the wheel with your left hand 
between "eight" and "ten" and with your 
tif;ht hand between * 4 two 1T and "four."

Continually practise judging speed on 
the highway.

Correct use of the brake also shows 
a good driver. Braking should always be 
smooth and 1 'early." This way you will 
merge with the traffic flow rather (ban 
moving jerkily. 

Correct use of headlights makes you a 
better driver. Dtp in good time when 
approaching cars on the highway. When 
coming up behind a slower car dip, and 
remain dipped, until you are at least 
alongside in your overtaking. 

When driving in city or suburbs watch 
for pedestrians, young or old. stepping off 
the kerb between parked cars, 

Tlus is particularly important in one- 
way street*, with cars travelling abreast 
in one direction, 

Don't be courteous when it is also 
being silly — for instance, don't stop in 
a fast- moving line of traffic to allow a 
waiting car the right of way 

Similarly, never stop suddenly in a 
moving line of irafFtc to encourage a 
pedestrian to step off the kerb, A car 
following you could swing out to miss

THE selfish driver commits all 
his mistakes because, appar- 
ently, he does no I consider that 
anyone else has as much right to 
the road lis he docs. 

A elear clue to a bad driver is the 
dandling of mustotfl on the mirror or 
the covering of the rear window with 
slickers. Neither distraction nor obstruc- 
tion is found where there i:> a good 
driver at the wheel. 

The bad driver slicks in ihe middle 
of the road and refuses to move to the 
left-hand side so that others ran pass. 

This driver often causes an accident 
because those travel Hog behind him 
become frustrated and frequent \y do 
something wily trying lo pass. Of 



is in his car, don't pull alongside and 
huld a conversation — carh should park 
his car properly, and get out. 

Look carefully and signal before you 
pull out from the kerb. Failure in do this 
in a frequent cause of accident*.

Never insist on your rijj,hi of way; it 
t otild be fatal. 

Your headlights should be turned on 
with the street lights — sooner, of course, 
if visibility decreases. 

The use of lights is helpful — if only to 
makr your ear apparent lo other drivers — 
in fug and heavy rain. 



course, they are bad drivers, too. 

They drive past the bully or show- 
off, trying to push their way wherever 
they wish to go rather than remaining 
in iheir lune and waiting for a clear 
run. 

The bad driver seldom bothers to 
signal correctly. There might be no 
signals, or ones so late that they are 
no use at nil. These people frequently 
fail lo consult their rear-vision mirror*,

A frequent example of selfishness i* 
foolish stopping at random to pick up 
or N t not passengers.

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If vou have l>een over the route before 
it is simple- If you have not* five minutes 
spent studying a street map and jotting 
down main turnings (and the names of 
the two streets immediately before the 
one down which you wish to turn) will 
repay yoti. 

Watch for and follow vehicles obviously 
going your way — buses, for example. 

Their destination signs indicate their 
direction and few motorists can improve 
upon routes taken by these drivers. 

Often a driver you have asked for 
directions will say. *Tollow me* 11 Be 
cautious of such an offer. 

The main thing wrong with this guide 
is that you dun't know where he is going 
— and should he suddenly turn off, you 
are left temporarily stranded. 

City drivers need to be proficient in 
parking, as mostly they will be reversing 
and manoeuvring in restricted area?; and 
among the Fast-flowing traffic.

Don't force fjourjelf

Here are some hints on lane-driving 
lhat will help: * 

Where there are three lanes at cross- 
roads, when point* straight ahead select 
the centre lane. With two lanes at cross- 
roads, to go ahead use the J c It-hand one, 
Evtn if only our vehicle ahead is planning 
to make a right-hand turn, because of 
having to wait for an appropriate break 
as I have just discussed, it can bring 
the traffic lone tu a hall for quit? some 
time. 

At a filter-icft light the lclt-hand lane 
is kept clear for left-turn vehicle^ so lake 
the centre lane if you want to continue. 

At No Right Turn signs the right-hand 
Jane is the best for sliaight-on-progress. 

Avoid the left-hand lane when moving 
along in heavy traffic, as frequent blocks 
occur because of parked vehicles. 



If your lane is moving past stationary 
vehicles on your right keep a sharp watch 
for the driver who decides it's his "wrong 1 * 
lane and suddenly darts nut. 

In peak-hour traffic, vehicles go through 
"roundabouts" and round wide street cor- 
ners side by side, so for those turning 
left or going ahead the left-hand lane is 
correct and quickest. 

Time is often wasted at traffic light* by 
people liddlintz round with their gears 
alter the green light shows. A brisk start 
gets you Hear of the crowd and allows 
you a free choice of lanes. 

Therelore you should select low gear 
when the cross fight rhuuges to amber. 

The use of indicators before changing 
direction is also vitally important in traffic 
driving,

# Many drivers (and not jual novice a) find the main parking 
problem h no I finding a space but getting in and out of it 
safely and efficiently. 



T>ARK1NG is one of the necessities 
» of motoring, yel few driven take 
it sufficiently seriously ■ - or else, too 
seriously — to become even moder- 
ately proficient. 

If you are a new driver, or one who. 
literally, steers dear of the problem, here 
arc Some simple and effect ivr directions 
fur parking in a limited spare bet ween 
other vehicles ... 

The first step is to stop your c:ir so 
that its tail U level with that of the car 
in front of the space ia which you intend 
to park. 

Tuna the steering wheel hard left and 
reverse slowly into the space (See dia* 
gram No. I.) 

When your front bumper-bar draws 
level with the rear of the car ahead, turn 
the steering wheel fully 10 the right and 
continue backing toward the kerb, (Dia- 
gram No, 20 



Now straighten up your wheels and 
drive forward until your car is centrally 
placed between the other vehicles. (Dia- 
gram No* 3.) 

Your ear should be about ten inches 
from the kerb. 

Parking closer is not wise. You could 
become "parked in" by subsequent 
neighboring vehicles standing too dose at 
the bark or in front. 



If your wheels are too dose to the 
kerb,, manoeuvring becomes impossible 
when you want to get out. 

When parking without "marker" 
vehicles to guide you t there j$ only one 
Successful operation — having had plenty 
of practice where your wheels should go. 

Until you are satisfied, lake your car to 
an open space or quiet street. 

Put marker* — perhaps slats of wood 



— on the ground and hack over, round, 
and in and nut of them until you are 
familiar with your cafs steering charac- 
teristic*. 

Apart from the mechanics of parking, 
always consider the courtesies. 

The selfish driver parks in the mitMk 
of a two-CAr parking space rather than 
allowing plenty of room for another. 

He double parks, compleEciy indifferent 
to the consequent difficulties.

Replace 
any boles thai show signs of deterioration, 
tig hi en all hose clips,, and replace a worn 
fan bell. Test the thermostat, radiator cap, 
and manifold heat control. 

If you are taking off for higher altitudes, 
it's also wise to become familiar with the 
carburettor adjustment, as often ii*s neces- 
sary to reset the idling mixture and slnw- 
i mining adjustments for the more rarefied 
conditions. 

The choke must operate correctly, as 
any minor faults which may not show up 
in temperate conditions could cause a 
breakdown in colder areas. 

Check steering and suspension joints, 
wheel bearings, universal*, brake systems, 
and tyres, particularly on older vehicles. 

Adding an ami -freeze mixture is recom- 
mended in preference to draining the 
radiator and cylinder block. Drain cocks 
on modern vehicles are not always easily

Sleepiness can cause accidents, so 
don't keep driving if you feel drowsy. 
Pull up and walk round the car. 



accessible and it is sometimes doubtful if 
ihe cooling system can be completely 
drained, especially if a heater is fitted. 

When parking ihe car overnight, try 
to leave it in a level place with the wheels 
chocked, in gear, and with the handbrake 
off. Then ihe handbrake will not he frozen 
"on" when you come to drive away. 

Also disconnect the battery if you have 
no plans to move the car for some days. 
Covering the engine is wise, too, but make 
sure the euvers are removed before the 
engine is started, as a fire could result. 



If it is cold, put the window down 
and get lots of cold air on your face. 
Should neither of ihcse methods restore 
you, pull nfT the road and steep for 
half an hour. But don't keep on driving. 

Country road- users have to learn 
how to handle their cars on different 
vtirfaces — sand, mud, and graveL They 
have to ream to get the feel of the 
car on the road as it "moves" on the 
road surfaces; learn hmv to enter a 
corner on different "lines of approach"; 
what happens when they brake hard on 
the different surfaces, 

Sktds take a little getting used to, 
but should be studied as early as pos- 
sible, because they can happen any- 
where. Gravel, a greasy road ( light rain 
on smooth bitumen or clay surface), 
corrugations, sand, deep "bull dust" — 
all these cause skidding. 

With practice and experience skids 
becomr less hair-raising and cm be 
controlled, if not completely, at least 
to a large extent. 

The most common one — ihe rear- 
wheel skid — is when the tail uf the 
car starts to slide out cither to the left 
or right. 

Rule No, 1 is Do not brake. Simply 
apply a In tie correction vm the steering 
wheel in the direction of like sidd {for 
'-xample, with your rear wheels skid- 
ding to the right, steer to the right to 
stop a complete spin). Be careful not 
to apply loo much steering, as you may 
start a skid in the other direction. 

At soon as you feel the liack wheel* 
"take up 1 ' again, lei the wheel 
straighten itself. 

During these corrective opcr aliens 
the foot remains lighdv on ihe throttle. 

In the heat of summer, and when 
(here is a lot of dust abaul, I have 
found that the best method of getting 
air without dust is to put up both front 
windows and lower the two at the back 
about three inches.

enjoy it. But if you are ever in doubt 
about the maintenance^ — which affects 
the safety of your car — slop at 
once and have an authorised mech- 
anic advise you. 

As a road safety council aptly point* 
out, cars can be sick with hidden ailments 
juM an hum nils can. 

So a car require? periodic checkups in 
the same way I hat a donor is visited 
regularly.

As many lit lie ailments can have de- 
veloped unnoticed under superficial 
examination, the new owner will suffer. 

So never neglect Ihe "soft u^d^?^-bclly ,, 
of your ear. It is more vulnerable than 
you think, and a regular visit to your 
local garage, and iti hoist, protects you 
and your family. 

€hech these items 

Im porta m points to bf checked are: 

• Signs of damage to, or seepage from, 
hydraulic brake lines and hoses 

• Slackness or excessive wear in steering 
joint* and suspension, 

• Husty oc broken spring leaves and loose 
holts that hold The leaves. 

• Worn or leaking shock absorbers, 

• WheeJ -bearings that need tightening. 

• Brakes that require adjustment.

Be critical of your brake pedal travet, 
which can indicate that attention ii 
necessary.

Don 'i ignore rhesc lights or expensive 
repair* rould follow. 

VVm (In i' ild know (study your hand- 
book) how to check your engine 1 .? OIL 
level, normally a weekly job, and your 
hydraulic fluids. 

At well as che cking unce a week that 
your radiator WATER level is right (see 
your book), it j« useful to know how to 



check yiiur radiator, without getting 
scalded, should your engine overheat- 

Don't remove the cap, which has a 
pressure valve, quickly. Ijntw.cn the cap 
one turn, or until you come to an easily 
felt "stop." At this stagp pressure will 
be cased out through the overflow. 

Don't remove the cap until all pressure 
has escaped. 

When lopping up the level of an over- 
heated radiator, do »o with the engine 
running, so the cold water will be gradu- 
ally circulated around the hot engine. 

Motor's "heart" 

The BATTERY is often called the 
"heart" of the motor, and with good 

reason. 

Baneries are often lucked away out 
of sight, and because of that tend to be 
neglected. 

They should be checked at least monthly 
for acid level and distilled water added 
(to manufacturers specification) when 
necessary, 

Corrosion can be prevented by the use 
of an anli-t orrosive. Spray-pack types are 
available and are very handy, 

A mirror is useful for looking info 
"hidden" cells. 

Beware of the acid on rags which you 
have used to wipe the battery, for acid 
will qnickJy eat away clothes and uphol- 
stery.

Windscreens play an all-important part in 
your safety, so don't neglect them. 



A CLEAN windscreen is always 
desirable, but it is particularly 
necessary aL the beginning and end 
ol the day. 

The dazzling bright ness of sunrise and 
the blindiug orange glare of sunset cut 
visibility even, with a clean screen. A 
dirty one at these times is often impossible 
to see through. 

So after driving on the dusty roads all 
day your screew should be wiped clean

morning. 

Many tJ aids" have been marketed u» 
atop screens fogging up on the outside, 

I find the host remedy for this trouble 
is to keep ynur windscreen washer water 
bottle* filled and your washers in good 
working order, making sure that lite blades 
of your wipers arc also in good order 
and properly adjusted to wipe clean. 

HemUter cleans

inside, it should be quickly cleaned by the 
demisting device filled lu your car. Most 
car* these days have them built in. 
Heaung-drmi sting should no longer be 
classified as a luxury but as an aid to 
safety, 

1 also like to carry a damp chamois in 
the car when we traveL It can be used for 
the inside if fogging persists and is invalu- 
able on a trip. (It should be used to clean 
windows of dew when a car is left out 
at night.) 

There arc several ami-mist tissues which 
are widely marketed and vary in their 
efficiency.

Anti-glare glass is good only when it b 
of the best quality and the tinting is put 
in during the making of the glass. Inferior 
and sprayed nneq do not last. Full anti- 
glare glass is difficult to see through 
properly for night driving, and the Ameri- 
can cars now have only the tops of their 
windscreen* tinted 

Thii is most pleasant and restful for 
i Hp driver, and the passenger* can have 
fully tinted glass in their windows. 

A common windscreen problem, mainly 
struck on country road?, is the broken 
screen, 

1 am never happy in a car that doesn't 
have a screen ol laminated glass. 

If a stone hits a laminated screen the 
glass will chip and crack but will not 
shatter and "crystallise," giving no 
bihty. 

However, because of the danger of severe 
lacerations if thrown through a Laminate it 
screen in an accident, it is imjjeraiive to 
weai a proper tafety hell 

Some other .vcrcm* have (rrated areas 
in front of the driver's position whirh 
will not shatter. But these are poor sub- 
stitutes for the true laminated screen. 

In the ease of a screen that shatter* 
suddenly— an unnerving experience— what 
should the driver do? 

He nhould atop as quickly a* possible - 
steering by looking out the driver's win- 
duw. 

It is not wise lo immediately, and fran- 
in jilly, try lo- punch a hole in the opaque 
screen. 

Do this— and make a big hole— when 
you've safely stopped. 

A number of various useful devices 
have been developed lo protect wind- 
IMS 



screen*, says the N.S.W. National Roads 
and Motorists' Association. 

Most of these consist of a plastic 
shmmg which js laid across the wind- 
screen to take the impact of flying stones. 

Some of these devices arc cut from 
perspcx, others from acrylic sheeting, and 
the NRMA says reports indicate they 
do die job fairly well. 

The perspex protectors are cut and 
shaped (o fit snugly around the wind- 
screen and are held on either side by metal 
clips to the rain gutters or by rubber 
suction caps attached to the windscreen. 
A plastic gasket around the protector seals 
them from dust and water, and the wind- 
screen wtpers can be used in moderation. 

The acrylic sheet protectors are much 
thinner and more flexible, bui do the same 
job. Some are held on by clips, others 
by suction caps. Screen wipers can be 
used in moderation, as any scratching 
can be polished away. 

Temporary aid 

For the motorist who ventures into the 
country only once a' year for Kik holiday, 
one manufacturer has developed a tem- 
porary windscreen which can be used Hi 
emergencies. 

Cut from acetate sheeting, ihia type 
ran be strapped to the windscreen pi! i a is 
and taped around the edges should I he 
windscreen be broken. 

Properly fitted, normal driving speeds 
will not dislodge the screen, which will 
protect passengers from cold, wind, and 
rain. It also can be used as an economical 
sioneguard if taped in place nver the 
windscreen for frcrasional trips over loose- 
surfaced roads. 

Another type ts an apparatus that works 
like a roller blind. Made from flexible 
plastic mesh, it can be pulled into place 
from the driver 1 ! seat by means of a 
cable, and acts as a barrier to Hying stones.

THE clothes you wear when 
driving have a bearing on 
road safety and comfort* 

If you plan to wear gloves, use non- 
slip ones— leather, imitation leather, 
not nylon or cotton.

Jim Clark, have designed gloves for 
motoring. Jack Brabham prefers the 
golf mitten type, 

Lflw-heded shoes are much safer to 
drive in than high-heeled ones, which 
can get jammed as the pedals move. 

A simple way of having the right 
shoes available a to leave an old pair 
in I he car* Do not wear open lots 



or scuffs. Soles should be in good 
ordrr, 

Always avoid: 

• Tijjlu aniiholes. These inhibit mpve- 
meat 

• Jackets or coati with deep armholes 
(joined deeply at side seams). These 
can raich nn interior door handles, 

• Very full skirts — ihosc have a ten- 
dency to flap over the gear lever, or 
hand-brake handle. 

• Scarves with flapping ends. 

• Anything that distracts your arten 
tion. Racing drivers wear outfits 
mat fit snugly at waist t wrist*, and 
ankles

An important factor in keepinj* your 
car elean — it's a time- and labor-saver 
for yon — is to take steps to prevent a 
lot of grime gathering. 

Keeping the ear under enver — in a 
garage or carport — is 3 wonderful aid. 

Risk of rusting 

Gars exposed lo all weather — particu- 
larly overnight dew — pick up dirt on the 
damp surfaces and, of course, paint is 
more prone to fade or go "chalky." 

The always-exposed car naturally runs 
a greater risk of rusting. 

If you intend to keep your ear for 
longer than the average — and wise — 
"life" (IB months to two years) , having 
the hidden areas underneath sealed iff a 
great help, 
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This is particularly worth while if you 
live on the coast, where your car is sub- 
jected to the cruelly corrosive sea air. 

Any driver who uses his car a Jot on 
gravel roads, or on muddy or dusty ones, 
would be wise to under- seal, too. 

Avoid parking under trees as much as 
you can. Sap drips, falling berries — and, 
of course^ bird droppings — will certainly 
make a mca and cat] stain paint badly. 

However, no matter how well ynnr car 
i* garaged and no matter how thoughtfully 
you park it and have exposed parts sealed; 
it iu'll must be cleaned, 

You r D find ii in 3 onre-a-week chore. 
Here's how to go about it . . 
If you have a brand-new car, first con- 
sult the handbook as, at that stage, some 
finishes need special treatment. For in- 
stance, perhaps the paint should not be 
polished by the owner for the first three 
months. 

Before you start to wash, clean off any 
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sailing that will need more than water. 

Remove lar it aim — a common prob- 
lem — with mineral turpentine applied 
with a doth. 

Hard-set insect stains — a curse of coun- 
try driving — can l>c wiped off by using a 
mixture of 41b. biCiubonate of soda dis- 
solved in two quarts of water. 

Now, for the rest of the clean ■ . - 

Start with the interior. Usually your 
weekly inside clean-up will amount only 
to a brisk sweeping of floors and a wipe- 
over of uphold cry, dashboard, and trim 
with a damp cloth. 

Empty the a&htrays tidy life plovr-lK-x, 
and clean the windows as you would in 
your home, 

Wiih a car in which kiddies ride you'll 
find ihe inside of the windows often will 
gel dirtier than the outside. 

And a nicely cleaned car — with sticky 
fingermarks — is a half-hearted job.

Some weckn you'll find, of course, that 
the interior needs a good spring-dean. 

Particularly in ears that have sunken 
floors below the door Wei, a good run- 
over with a vacuum cleaner is necessary. 

Most cars have synthetic upholstery — 
and often plastic seat -covert. These need 
a good scrub wiih rlean water. Soap will 
mark many of the pa itemed materials. 

Leather upholstery is a different matter 
and you should be guided by your hand' 
hook or dealer. 

Poll down and wipe the tops of folding 
eye shades, notorious dUtt-OUehtrt, 

When cleaning your Car's interior don't 
forget the boot. 

A neglected hoot will make its mark — 
literally — one day when you put in Home 
nice clean luggage. 

Moving outside, hose down all over 10 
remove loose dirt thint could scratch paint 
when you start swabbing.

It takes only a matter of minutes to 
brush on one of the proper fiat-finish 
lyre paints.

a handy time to check if you are getting 
leaks — that if uot repaired can leave you 
with nn floor! 

At any time, one of the best wind- 
screen cleaners is a screw ed-up damp news- 
paper. 

Other good ones are methylated spirit 
and household scouring powder. 

My brother and husband always cleaned 
their screens with household scouring 
powder before night trials, when eye 
fatigue would be experienced, 

A good-quality wax applied to hodywork 
two Of three time* a year is usually ade- 
quate. 

Don't forget, when waxing, to do only 
a small area at a time Fallow the instruc- 
tions on the tin. 

You can, if you are a busy person, wax 
a small section each week; it takes only 
about I ft minutes Soft cheesecloth is the 
best for this job. 

Never polish, either* in strong sunlight. 

Failing time— or energy —there are 
many quick ear laundries that do a good 
average job. 

Remember that a detergent wash, which 
laundries give, removes the wax as well 
as the dirt, so your waxing commences 
from scratch,
